Erwann states, "We had 
to cope with a lot of administrative problems before having the landing permission as the 
weather station will be soon automatized and no more human beings will be allowed to go on 
the island. This island is already a total natural reserve. This clearly means that our Dxpedition 
could be the last one before a long time, and another Dxpedition could be impossible due to a 
new ambigious administrative status over the island.
